CHIMES CHILDREN, an exhibition of photographs by the late David Seymour is now on 
view at the Old Art School Building, temporary home of The Cleveland Jiuseum of Art# 

The exhibition was organized by the Art Institute of Chicago to commemorate the vision 
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and artistry of D&vid Seymour, #Chim, w who was kill ed ih Egypt several months ago 
whild covering the Anglo-French Egyptian war for Hngnum Photos# Ghim was one of the 
founders and past presidents of Magnum Photos, an organisation of photographers who 
cover the world with their cameras on assignments for big picture magazines of all 
countries* Although Chim*s jeep was clearly marked that fateful day, it was machine* 
gunned as he crossed over the border# 

This memorial exhibition is comprised entirely of Chim* s pictures of war-ridden 
children since, although his picture stories ranged from Toscanini to folk festivals, 
he was especially moved by the lost, maimed and parentless children, most pathetic 
victims of the wars. He saw them with tears, their starved bodies and inwardly- 
trapped souls hardened with hateful, ineradicably seared memories# He adopted them 
wherever he was, sent money for their keep, and whenever possible placed them in homes 
of his friends# To Chim all wars became an enormous crime against children* His 
photographs are monuments of this stark truth, a warning, a permanent cry to remember 
forever that all children are one, the world over# 

Chirp, was single and forty-five years old when he died# His own entire family had 
been destroyed by the Nazis in the gas chambers# He came to America from France 
(spaakiug seven languages) before World War II and soon entered the Air Force as a 
private, leaving it three years later as an officer.
